Sixty  Buheli  of  Potatoes  from  a  Peck. 

B.  Hathaway  ti  lls,  in  the  Michigan  Far¬ 
mer,  how  lie  rufsetl  sixty  buahela  of  Camp* 
Wli’a  Late  Itosi*  jxitntoes  from  one  peek  of 
wed.  an  follows : 

Ah  it  may  liejof  interest  to  some  to  know 
how  I  was  en allied  to  gtf>w  so  much  as  sixty 
Idwhela  from  ope  peek  of  seed,  I  will  give 
mv  manner  of  ]>r<x*edure.  In  the  first  place 
I  did  not  send  for  my  potatoes  as  early  as  I 
should  have  d<tne,  consequently  when  they 
came  they  had  sprouted  to  that  extent  that 
I  lost  a  good  many  eyes,  a  handful  at  least. 
I  carefully  cut  two  single  eyes,  and  planted 
one  eye  in  a  hill,  the  hills  three  by  three 
feet,  on  good  laud,  well  prepared,  and  dress¬ 
ed  with  manure  and  ashes.  When  the  plants 
had  reached  the  liigbt  of  about  six  inches, 
where  there  were  two  or  more,  I  dug  down 
and  took  off  all  but  one.  These  I  planted 
out  on  ground  prepared  for  tln^urpose. 

This  process*,  while  it  served  to  multiply 
the  stock  and  io  increase  the  yield,  tended 
to  retard  the  growth,  and  consqently  delay 
the  ripening,  Especially  for  there-set  plants. 

The  drouth  came  on  before  the  voting 
jdants  had  fairly  got  a  good  hold,  os  did  also 
getting  any  erop  at  all.  But  after  the  rains 
came,  and  I  hail  had  a  most .  tremendous 
battle  with  t)|e  insert  hosts  of  the  Kocky 
Mountains,  I  took  heart,  and  gave  the  plants 
such  care  as  tLie  circumstances  would  permit. 

I  planted  ai  above,  three  by  three  feet,  and 
the  one  stalk  to  a  hill  hud  so  grown  before 
SeptemWr  eatne  that  the  ground  was  as  fully 
and  entirely  covered,  and  nnitted  with  the 
vines,  as  ever  was  seen  in  a  field  of  Peach 
Blows,  planted  in  the  usul  way. 

Before  digging  my  crop,  I  occasionally 
would  remark  to  some  neighbor  that  I  count¬ 
ed  on  about  fifty  bushels  from  one  peck  of 
seed.  This  would  only  elicit  a  look  of  com¬ 
passion  from  my  wise  fnend  as  much  as  to 
say.  “  I  havq  seen  men  with  a  softening  of 
the  brain  before.  I  am  reall v  sorrv  for  you.  ” 
However,  when  they  were  nil  dry,  I  tilled 
twenty- three  bushel  barrels,  and  pressed 
them  in,  amlliad  nearly  a  barrel  of  the  small¬ 
est  size  left. 

With  a  Usually  favorable  season,  and  a 
peck  of  such  os  I  now  have,  ro  I  would 
lose  none  by  loss  of  sprouts,  and  lieginning 
early,  ro  iuf  to  make  a  lull  of  every  shoot 
that  the  eyes  from  the  peck  of  stwd  would 
make,  I  would  run  no  risk  in  laying  a  wager 
to  raise  one  hundred  bushels  from  the  same 
Reed  from  which  I  raised  this  sixty. 

This  wonderful  process  of  eariy  vegeta¬ 
tion  is  new  as  to  its  application  to  garden¬ 
ing.  But  it  is  taken  from  nature.  It  is  well 
known  that  in  several  thermal  stations,  and 
especially  at  Aix,  in  France,  the  gardens 
which  are  near  or  above  the  thermal  foun¬ 
tains,  produce  early  fruits  and  vegetables 
(primeurs)  in  w  inter — the  earth  being  heat¬ 
ed  by  water  steam,  the  heat  of  which  rises 
to  eighty  degress  Centigrade. — Maryland 
Farmer.  i 
/  1 

Recent  French  Discoveries. 

The  following  is  a  translation  from  La 
Bien  Public  : 

An  agriculturist  has  discovered,  it  is  said, 
the  means  ,of  preserving  the  grape  vine 
from  its  most  most  dangerous  enemy,  the 
phylloxera^  a  sort  of  vine  fretter  or  vine 
grub.  It  seems  by  mixing  soot  with  the 
earth  around  the  roots  of  the  vine,  the  in¬ 
sect  is  paralyzed  and  is  killed.  * 

Secondly,  a  discovery  curious  enough 
has  been  made  recently. 

An  agriculturist  1ms  observed  that  by  wa¬ 
tering  vegetables  and  fruit  trees  with  a  so¬ 
lution  of  iulphate  of  iron,  the  most  aston¬ 
ishing  results  are  obtained. 

Beans  have  gained  sixty  per  cent  on 
their  ordinary  size,  and,  what  is  better,  their 
taste  is  much  more  savorous.  Among  fruit 
trees,  thq  pear  tree  is  most  benetitted  by 
this  process  of  watering. 

Third,  the  Revue  d’Economic  Rural  an¬ 
nounces  that  a  new  progress  of  early  vege¬ 
tation  has  been  tried,  with  the  greatest  suc¬ 
cess,  by  a  horticulturist  of  Chathilion, 
France,  who,  besides  the  heating  of  the  in¬ 
terior  air  in  the  greenhouse  (hothouse)  heats 
also  the  earth  itself,  the  hotbed  on  which 
the  plants  grow. 

For  this,  he  established  at  a  certain  depth 
pipes  through  wliich  steam  circulates  con¬ 
stantly.  The  steam  penetrates  the  interior 
of  the  earth  by  means  of  valves  opening 
from  place  to  place. 

Such  pipes  are  from  five  to  ten  centime¬ 
tres  (2  to  4  inches)  in  depth,  by  the  side  of 
the  plant  beds  of  strawberries,  flowers  and 
“graminees  from  fifteen  to  twenty  centi¬ 
metres  ($  to  eight  inches)  for  fruit  trees. 

The  earth  thus  artificially  heated,  pro¬ 
duces  vegetables  and  fruit  with  an  economy 
of  half  the  time  necessary  when  the  interior 
of  the  greenhouse  only  is  heated. 

Thus  every  one  could  see  at  this  agrieul- 
turists’s,  early  in  April,  strawberries  that 
had  blossomed,  formed  their  fruits  and  ri¬ 
pened  in  fifteen  days ;  violets  that  had 
developed  their  flowers  in  ten  days ;  as¬ 
paragus  and  artichokes  which  huve  been 
gathered  in  thirty-five  days. 

Finally,  within  only  forty-five  days  dwarf 
cherry  trees  have  budded,  blossomed  and 
brought  forth  fruits  in  a  perfect  state  of 
ripeness. 

A  curious  and  beautiful  effect  was  pro¬ 
duced  by  one  of  the  ice-making  machines 
built  lately  in  Philadelphia.  This  was  a 
c  ike  of  manufactured  ice,  in  the  centre  of 
which,  completely  inclosed  by  the  translu¬ 
cent  material,  was  a  boquet  of  fresh  flowers. 
Every  leaf  and  flower  was  perfectly  visible, 
while  the  brilliancy  of  the  colors  was  en¬ 
hanced  by  the  refraction  through  the  ice. 
This  specimen  of  summer  entombed  in  win¬ 
ter  waa  produced  by  the  Careammonia  pro- 
tvas,  a  French  invention,  nuder  w  tiieh  these 
machines  are  operated. 


Filters  and  Filtering. 

In  every  well-appointed  kitchen,  there 
are  tin  and  porcelain  funnels.  For  filtering 
watery  fluids,  it  is  only  necessary  to  insert,  y 
in  the  choke  of  the  funnel,  a  V-shaped 
piece  of  tine  sponge.  All 
being  put  into  the  funnel,  w  . 
the  sponge  and  liecome  quite  clear.  W  hen 
this  eifect  ceases,  the  sponge  must  be  re¬ 
moved  and  well  cleaned. 

Vinous  fluids  are  l>est  cleared  by  filtering 
through  a  cone  of  white  blotting  paper, 
shaped  by  folding  a  square  pieoe  of  paper 
from  corner  to  corner,  then  folding  the  tri¬ 
angle  into  half  its  size,  and  opening  the 
folds  ;  it  will  fit  uuy  funnel,  which  will  act

Wines,  etc.,  poured  into  this,  will  run 
through  perfectly  bright  In  some  cases 
where  the  wine  is  only  a  little  thick  from 
lees,  cork  or  other  mechanically  suspended 
substance,  it  cun  be  mode  quite  clear  by  fil¬ 
tering  through  u  wad  of  white  cotton  put 
in  the  choke  of  the  funnel ;  and  when  this 
answers,  it  is  much  quicker  than  the  paper 
filter. 

For  jelly  and  oil,  wool  alone  is  the  proper 
!  medium  for  filtering.  The  felled  wool  jelly 
bag  is  pretty  well  known  as  the  best  means 
of  clearing  calves’  foot  jelly,  and  it  also  an¬ 
swers  for  olive  and  other  oil.  These  bugs 
are,  however,  too  expensive  to  l>e  generally 
used  ;  hence  they  are  rarely  seen  in  kitch¬ 
ens.  A  good  substitute  for  the  wool  bag  is  a 
colander,  on  the  inside  of  which  anew  flan¬ 
nel  lining  should  be  fitted,  made  of  double 
stuff.  A  wad  of  white  knitting  wool,  put  in 
the  choke  of  a  funnel,  will  do  to  filter  any 
small  portion  of  such  fluids.
